which. tae Queen ‘will wear, but the - 


coronets worn by the neers and peer- 
esses may be obtained for a compara- 
tively smallsum, and if we take into 
account the sum spent upon the robes 


and dresses worn, the cost of a coros |: 


net is almost insignificant. For the 
fact is that these coronets are*not 
kept as ‘heirlooms and put away in 
cotton-wool, or even in glass daéses, 


but as a rule are bought us requiréd.. 
Very few, if any, are made of gold;° 


most of them are of silver-gilt, or of 
water-gilt, the latter costing about a 
couple of pounds more than the for- 
mer.’
